Mr. Birdsall points out that the toll 
taken by weeds is far greater than 
generally realized. Any crop or farm 
practice that will help in weed con- 
trol deserves careful consideration.

FARMERS LOSE RIGHTS TO 
SHOOT ON OWN LANDS 

According to the press reports the 
C.C.F. government of the Province of 
Saskatchewan is introducing a bill to 
amend the Game and Fisheries Act, 
which in certain circumstances will 
prevent a farmer from hunting or 
fishing on his own land. ‘The effect 
of the legislation appears to be that 
in case a farmer puts up signs, “No 
Shooting or Fishing” his property 
automatically becomes designated a 
game sanctuary which no one, includ- 
ing himself can hunt or fish without 
| permission of the government bureau- 
ecracy. 

The excuse given for the proposed 


signs opens the way for the owner of 
the property to lease the game privi- 
leges to commercial] interests and that 
sort of private enterprise comes under

THE LUMBER INDUSTRY 


Canadian wood was one of the first 
products shipped abroad and all down 
thru the history of our land this trade 
has been of great importance to the 
Canadian economy. More than one 
third of the national income from ex- 
port trade and lumber has been a con- 
sistant factor in producing that in- 
come, ’ 

During the war period there was a 
great demand for lumber overseas. 
The price was very attractive but the 
government knowing that all the lum- 
ber would for this reason be exported 
passed a regulation that allowed only 
a portion of the cut to be exported. 
In fact, the order made the lumber 
companies set aside more for domestic 
use than in pre-war years. 

In 1939 a little less than 4 billion 
feet were produced and 55% was ex- 
ported. In the last year 5 billion 
feet was the production and only 42%

In spite of te fact that the local 
aupply was so much greater each year 
than in the years before the war the 
retailers found great difficulty in get 
ting lumber. For this reason somé 
changes were made recently in the 
‘ejling prices and the controls are 
eradually being removed. 

Newspapers all over the country 
have whole pages filled with advertise 
ments of houses for sale, but there 
are really no houses to rent. With the 
hope of easing this situation the 
Rental Control officers have in some 
allowed higher rents to be 
charged but it is likely that as in U. 
S.A. the Rental Controls will be about 
the last to go.

grain. Our last paragraph spoke of 
the time to make your appliction for 
field inspection. Don't forget to make 
your application before June 30. 
Everybody that has purchased even a 
small amount of registered seed grain 


should apply for field inspection. This | 
application should include the number | 


of acres to be inspected and include 
the official numbers on the tags re- 
moved from bags when seeding. The 
cost is fifteen cents per acre or a min- 
Even if you 


| wish to retain all you produce from 


this registered seed, it should be field 
inspected, and if it passes, a Crop Reg- 
istration Certificate will be used. All 
registered grain offered for sale must 
be cleaned to a standard Reg. No. 1, 
or Reg. No. 2, and a germination test 
procured from the Seed Branch in 
Calgary. 
the seed will be inspected in the sack 
the grade compared with the sample 


submitted and if correct the sacks will ! 


be sealed and then ready for sale. 

When harvesting registered grain 
take all necessary precautions to 
avoid mixing by seeding that all ma- 
chinery is clean. Don’t trust anyone 
to supervise this harvesting, do it 
yourself and be assured that your 
grain remains pure. 

At threshing time discard the first 


few bushels and thus avoid mixing 
that might have occurred in the 
thresher. Please remember that the! 


care you give your grain will be re- 
flected in the grain grown by someone 
the following year. 

Be sure to store your grain in a 
separate bin, avoid open bins where 
everyone has access.

SAYS LOSS OF FERTILITY BY 
SOIL DRIFTING EXCEEDS THAT 
BY CROPPING 


—CHESTER SPEAKS at FOREMOST 
FOREMOST (HNS) — “Loss of 
fertility from soil drifting is far great 
er than loss by cropping,” declared H. 
Chester, supervisor of the district sub- | 
station for Southern Alberta, in an 
address on “Soil Conservation” given 
at the monthly dinner meeting of the 
Foremost and District Board of Trade, 
held in Foremost on Monday, May, 5. 

The speaker said “Wheat takes very 
little fertility out of the soil, moisture 
being the limiting factor in crop pro- 
duction in Southern Alberta.” In deal- 
ing with his subject the speaker point- 
ed out that trash cover summerfallow- 
ing to prevent soil drifting was widely 
used. Experiments in fallowing 
methods at Lethbridge for the past 10 
years showed 22.7 bushels of wheat on 
plowless fallowing and 21.1 bushels on 
plowed fallow. 

Soil drifting has been successfully 
controlled by strip farming and trash 
cover fallowing. The speaker paid a 
tribute to C. S. Noble and other South- 
ern Alberta farmers for the develop- 
ment of blade cultivators. 

Fallowing is done to control weeds 
and store up moisture but care must 
be taken to leave the soil protected 
against wind erosion. The new 2, 4-D 
weed eradicators are likely to revol- 
utionize fallowing methods since their 
use may take the place of cultural 
operations.

STASSEN SECURES PROMISE OF 
STALIN FOR CO-OPERATION 


WASHINGTON, May 8--Harold E. 
Stassen, Republican Presidential aspil 
ant, has brought home trom Prime 
Minister Joseph Stalin words of prom- 
ised co-operation on a wide range of 
issues from world atomic control to 
exchange olf students, which continue 
to divide the United States and 
Russia, 


From the verbatim transcript of the | 


80-minute exchange which Mr. Stassen 
had with him at the Kremlin 
Which Mr. Stassen has now issued in 
full text, it develops that the Russian 
Premier offered to his visitor these 
views: 

1. Stalin said he believed it is poss 
ible for Russia’s Communist economy 
and America’s free-enterprise economy 
to exist together in the same world 
in harmony. 

CO-OPERATION 

2. He held that co-operation between 
the two systems which was possible 
could not be realized unless both sides 
“wish to co-operate,” and he told Mr. 
Stassen that he wanted “to bear test- 
imony to the fact that Russia wants to 
co-operate,” 

8. He revealed interest and concern 
over the possibility of an economic 
crisis in the Tnited States.
